REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art references to Hendi et al, US Patent No. 5,618,343 and Hao et al, 
US Patent No. 5,821,373 do not fairly suggest an opaque coating comprising a high molecular 
weight organic material (a) from 30 to 90 % by weight of 3,6-di(4'-biphenyl)-2,5-dihydro- 
pyrrolo [3, 4-c] -pyrrole- 1,4-dione pigment having a specific surface area of from 20 to 50 m2/g 
and (b) from 10 to 70 % by weight of a further organic colored pigment having a specific surface 
area of from 10 to 40 m2/g, selected from the group consisting of quinacridones, diketo- 
pyrrolo[3,4-c]- pyrroles, perylenes, and 3-amino-lH-isoindol-l-one- oximato-metal complex 
pigments, and solid solutions and mixtures thereof.
